Steps Taken for tacorperation — 
Directors Chesen. 

There was a meeting of the special 
committee of the Orange-Growers’ Pro- 
tective Union, at the Board of Trade 
rooms, yesterday merning. There were 
present: Mevers. J. W. Bettner, of River- 
side; H. K. Snow, of Tustin; Dr. Chubb 
and Joel Parker, of Orange; Dr. Congar, 
of Passdeus; A. B. Chapman. J. De Barth 
Shorb, J. Bh. Dobbias, J. Rose, J. M. 
Tiernan and G. B Adame, of San Ga- 
briel; Rev. OC. F. Loop aod J. W. Sallee, 
of Pomona. Mr. Hiram Hemilton, of 
Orange, presided. Mr. George Rice acted 

as secretary. 

Messrs. Bettner, Chabb and Rice and 
Dr. Con®ar reported a compilation of by- 
laws, which were accepted for discus 
sion. 

Several new members being present, 
Dr. Congar gave for their benefit a brief 
description of the objects of the associa- 
tion and the progress thus far made. 

Mr. Rose said that he favored the cor- 
poration, provided « sufficientiy large 

roportion of the oranges grown in South- 
ern California found « representation in 
it. If o half or over were represented, 
he would join. 

Mr. Rice stated that there were present 
at the meeting growers of over one-half 
the orange crop of Ban Gabriel valley. 
He repeated Mr. and 
asked whether Mr. Bhorb and Mr. Chap- 
man would do the same. 

Mr. Chapman replied that he would co- 
operate and work with the corporation, 
but was not prepared to pledge himself to 
join it. 

Mr. Shorb stated that he would join the 
corporation if only five other men had 
joined. 

Upon motion of Dr. Conger, Messrs. 
Shorb, Rice acd Bettner were appointed 
a committee secure articies of ineor- 
poration with authority to employ coun- 
sel, and to substitate names in of 
any vacancies that may occur. 

The following were designated as thé 
incorporators aod directors for the first 
year: Messrs, Shorb, Dobbins, Workman, 
Congar, Shaw, Loop, Bettoer, Evans, 
Twogood, Hinckley of Sen Bernardino 
county, and Frank A. Kimball) of San 
Diego county. 

Messre. Shorb, Bettner and Congar were 
appointed a committee to hold meetings 
in the different fruit-growing centers to 
secure subscriptions to stock, with au- 
therity sub-committees. 

Adjourned, subject to cail of the chair- 
man of the committee of seven.

Ned Cook Winner of the Mile-and-a-Haif

The croud at the Park yesterday, along 
“in the shank of the afternoon,’ was as 
great a@ on any preceding day of the 
races. There was good order on the 
grounds and ase few unfortunate ccn- 
trompa as are generally allotted to the 
wind-up of a week's sporting. 

The gamblers, the Times was about to 
say, held their own to the very last. This 
statement falls short of the whole truth. 
They held more than their own to the 
Iaat ; a good deal more than their 
own—for some of them had fleeced people, 
and others had robbed people. Two or 
three of the dice games carried on inside 
the grand stand were not even s#equare 
gambles, They had their regular cappere 
vutto help them work their ‘rackets,’ 
and, when they got hold of a greeny with 
money, how they did bieed bim 
dice game, which worked on **progres 
tive’ ,was the means of leading num- 
bers of men on nati they lost individu- 
ally from 50 cents to $50 apiece. The 

‘“‘progressive’’ feature was adjusted to the 
size of each victim's pile. The tempting 
prizes of gold and silver within the glass 
case were never won, except by the cap- 
pers. This was as com pletely a conti- 
denee game as the strap, the thimble-rig 
or the biil-of-lading racket, which is 
worked in Jarge cities. The character of 
this, as well as of other gambling rob- 
beries carried on in the Pavilion, aime 
manifest early in the week. Each day 
numbers of men, young and old, were 
taken ip aod fleeced by these plausible 
subterfuges—literally robbed of their 
hard-earned money. The directors of 
the Agricultural Association, who are men 
of average shrewdness and penetration, 
saw this, yet they did not stop it.
